Dry clean paint stains

POLLY'S PROBLEM 


DEAR POLLY — My IOO percent nylon coat has a 
white oil-base paint stain on the front. I tried to 
remove it with soap and water, mineral spirits and 
turpentine but nothing worked. I wonder if you have 
any suggestions? — MRS.B.R. 
DEAR MRS.B.R. — If the turpentine did not work 
play it safe and take your coat to the dry cleaner. I 
hope you washed out the turpentine with mild 
detergent suds and then rinsed. Often paint cans 
suggest a solvent on the label. — POLY._____________ 


DEAR POLLY — I put buttons on each end of the 
drawstrings for jacket hoods, sweaters and strings on ski­ 
doo boots to keep them from being pulled out. Also,I have 
found that by folding a wash cloth in half and then sewing 
across the top and down one side so the hand slips in makes 
it much easier for a child to use. This also makes a handy 
cleaning cloth for walls and appliances. — KATHLEEN. 
DEAR POLLY — Ida might like the suggestion a 
shoemaker once gave me for correcting slick soles on 
shoes. I put such shoes on, walk out on the sidewalk and 
gently scrape my feet against the sidewalk several 
times,being sure to use enough pressure so marks are left 
on the shoe soles. I always do this the day I buy new shoes 
and never have problems with slick soles. — MRS.L.H. 
DEAR POLLY — and Ida — After falling and suffering a 
severely sprained ankle I came up with the idea of buying 
those strips made for the bottoms of bathtubs and using 
them on the slick soles on shoes. I bought a roll in the 
household section at a store, cut off strips the right size to 
apply to the toes and heels of the soles (plastic) on my 
shoes. This works like a charm and I even have little fishes 
on my house shoes. — TENNIE. 
DEAR POLLY — After buying celery I never throw 
away the leaves when I am trimming it. I place them on a 
sheet of foil and place in a warm oven to dry slowly. When 
thoroughly dry these leaves are stored in a jar ready for 
use in soups, stews, etc. This is handy when one does not 
have celery in the house and the aroma from the opened 
jar is lovely. Celery can also be cut up and packaged for 
the freezer so the same use. 
When apples are available at a reasonable price, slices 
can be easily dried in the oven. Place them on an 
inexpensive piece of window screening or something 
similar. Be careful not to give them too much heat. When 
the weather is suitable they can also be dried out of doors. I 
do wish many of the household products we use had less 
expensive packaging so as to cut costs. We can well do 
without those frills. — D.M.H.

Broyles read a statem ent 
saying the university will 
stand firm in its decision to 
keep the three starters out of 
the Orange Bowl 
against 
Oklahoma. 
“ I want it clearly un­ 
derstood this is a decision 
which is entirely within a 
head coach’s discretion,” he 
said. “They (the players) 


have not been removed from 
the team . They have not 
been taken off scholar­ 
ships.”
